^fter the Armistice did America forget the high resolves, and purposes with which we entered* 


the World War? Did we leave our Allies, especially France "in the lurch?" In consequence of oui 
attitude, is Germany in alliance with Russia and Turkey, confidentially preparing for a new attack upon 
France and the "Peace" of the World?

through twenty blocks of the city 
yesterday and defied the efforts of 
fire fighters from four other cities 
for 
eleven 
hours before 
it was 


brought under control last night. 


Starting in the neg»o district in 


the western section while the entire 
fire force of the city was Aghting 
another big blaze on the opposite 
side of the town, the flames, under 
a high wind, spread rapidly and con- 
sumed a number of dwelling! before 
efforts to check it had begun. 


The fire raged through the resi- 


dence section, where more than 300 
homes, most of them occupied by ne- 
groes, were destroyed,' and

spread down the river front, where 
it swept an overall factory, a tobacco 
warehouse, stores and a number of 
other structures.

olirants. at least ten days prior to 
their applicsthn for license, gave 
public notice of their intention 
to 


many, either by posting such notice 
in a conspicious place in the offic* 
of the county judge of the county In 
which 
application 
if or license 
is 


made, or by publishing such notice 
for ten days in a daily newspaper of 
general circulation, published With- 
in such" county, or for two suocAs* 
rive issues of a weekly paper pub- 
lished in such county tf no daily is 
published therein. 
Such 
affidavit 


shall be subscribed and sworn to' be- 
fore any person authorized to ad- 
minister oaths.

Section 2—PENALTY. Any 
per- 


son violating the provision of this 
act, cr knowingly swearing falsely 
to any statement contained in any 
affidavit mentioned therein, 
shall 


be punished by a fine of not more 
than $100 or by imprisonment 
in 


the county jail not more than thirty 
days, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment.
